G.S.R. 734(E), —^The following draft of ccrttun rules further 
to araenii the Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 195S, 
which the Central Government proposes to make in exercise 
of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of Section 23 of 
the Prevention of Food Adulteration Act, 1954 (37 of 1954) 
after consultation with the Central Committee for Food 
Standards, is hereby published as required by aub-scetJon (1) 
of the section 23 for the information of all persons likely to 
be affected thereby and notice is hereby given that the said 
draft rules will be taken into consideration on or after 
the expiry of a period of ninety days from he date on 
which the copies of the Gazette of India in which this 
notification is published arc made available to the public. 

Any objections or suggestions which may be received 
from any person with retgicct to the sold rule# before tie 
expiry of aforesaid period will be considered by the Central 
Government. 

DRAFT RULES 

1. These rules may be called the Prevention of Food 
Adulteration (Amendment) Rules, 1982. 

2. In the Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 1955 
(Here in after referred to as the said Rules) ; 

(i) In role 7, in sub-rule 3, for the word ‘deliver’ the 

word 'send' shall be substituted ; 

(ii) For rule 32, the following shall he substituted. 

32. Contents of the label—Unleas otherwise provided in 
the rules, every package containing food shall fear a label 
and there shall be cpectfied on every label— 

(a) the name, trade name or description of food con¬ 

tained in the package. 

(b) the names of ingredients used in the product in 
descending order of composition by weight or volume 
as the case may be. 

Note ;—(i) A specific naire shall be usesi for ingrediente 
in the list of ingredients except that— 
for ingredieDt-s Ming in the respective classes, the

following class titles may be used : 


Edible fats; Edible Oils : Spices and Condiments ; 

Starches (except modified starches) 

(ii) for substances falling in the respective classes and 
appearing in list of food additives permitted for use 
ia foods generally, the following class titles may 
be used ; 

antioxidents ; bleaching agents ; emulsifying and 
sUWlishing agents ; preservatives ; edible colours; 
edible flavours and edible gums. 

<c) The name and oomplcte address of the manufacturer 
or importer pr vendor or packer. 

(d) the net weight or number or measure or volume or 
content as the circumstances may require except in 
the case of biscmti, bread, confectionery and sweets 
where the weight may be expressed in terms of 
either average net weight and/or minimum net 
weight. 

(c) A distinctive batch number, or lot number or code 
number, the figure representing the batch number 
or lot number or code number being preceded by 
the words “Batch No.” or “Batch” or "Lot number” 
Or Ixit No, of “Lot” distinguishing prefix. 

(t) the month .md year in which tljp commodity is 
roHnufactured or pre-packed. 

Provided that in case of package weighing not more than 
20 gms, particulars under clause (b) need not be specified 
but such declarations shall be given on the label of miiltipiece 
puck. 

Provided Lurther that in the case of carbonated water con¬ 
tainers, aud the packages of biscuits, confectionery and sweets, 
containing more than 60 gms. but not more than 120 gms. 
and other food packages weighing not more than 60 gms. 
particulars under clauses (d) and (e) need not be specified 

Provided further that in the case of package containing 
bread and mfik in bottles including sterilised milk, particulars 
under clause (c) need not bo specified. 

Pioyided also that no declaration as to the month and year 
in which the commodity is manufactured or pre-packed shall 
be lequired to be made on :— 


(i) any bottle containing liquid milk, liquid beverage as 

an ingredient.s, soft drink and ready to several food 
beverage or the like which is returnable by the 
consumer for le-fllling; 

(ii) any package containing biead, any uncanned vegetable, 

fruits ice-cream, butter, cheese, fish, meat or any 
other like commodity ; 

(iii) any food package where the net weight or measure 

of tlie commodity is twenty grams or twenty milli- 
lities 01 less, if sold by weight or measure ; 

Explanution-T.—The terms "Label” means a display of writ¬ 
ten, printed, perforated, stencilled, embossed or stamped 
matter upon the container, cover lid and/or crown cork of 
any food package. 

Lxplanafion-II.—A batch number or code number or Ipt 
number Is a mark of identillcalion by which the food «tn 
be traced in manufacture and identified in distribution. 

Explanation-Ul.—Multi piece package means a package con¬ 
taining two or more individually packaged or labelled pieces 
of the same commodities of identical quantity, intended for 
retail sale either m individu.al pieces the package as a whole, 
(ill) For rule 37-A, the following shall be substituted, 
namely, 

37-A—All foods, whore proprietory or trade names are 
Used, the name of the food or category under which it falls 
in the rules shall also be mentioned in the label. In case, 
the food cannot be classified in any of the products mentioned 
in Appendix-B, then such a food shall be manufactured for 
sale or e.xhibited for sale nr stored for sale after the approval 
or such a product and its labels from Government of India. 

Provided that foods covered under the provisions of Agri¬ 
cultural Produce (Grading and Marketing) Act, 1937 and 
orders under Essential Commodities Act, 1954, shall be 
exempted from the operation of this rule subject to the 
condition that such products and labels are approved in con¬ 
sultation with the Ministry of Health and Family Welfare. 

Provided further (hat the labels of food flavour preparation 
or mixtures thereof shall be exempted from the declaration 
of Ddraes of ingredients under this rule. 

After rule 64-B, the following shall be inserted, namely .* 

(iv) 64-C-Use of Menthol.—Menthol if added to a food 
shall not exceed 0.1% by weight.
